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New Decislons Under the Ballot Act.

Two Intereating decislons under our new
ballot law were announced yosterday, one
by Mr. Justice Bammrerr of the Bupreme
Court In this city and the other by Mr.
Justice DyrMAN of White Plalns, in the Bu-
preme Court In the Becond Judiclal District.

In tho caso befora Judgo BarmerT, which
was oo application by a citizen for & writ of
mundamus directing the inspectors of elec-
tion to placo his name upon the reglstry of
votors, itappeared that these officars had re-
fused to regiater tho spplicant becauss he
wonld not remove his hat and hold up his
right hand {o making tho neoessary oath or
affirmation. As he based his refusal to swear
or affirm in this way upon consclentions
scruples, the Court held that the inspectors
must allow him tokeep his hat bn and ‘his
hand down while he aflirmed; and the
leurned Judge declared that be would Im-
pose costa upan any other Inspectors who,
acted like the defendants before him.

While it Is customary to hold up the hand
in making afirmation inatead of oath, the
law does not require anything beyond the
statement that the person solemnly, sin-
ceroly, and truly declares ‘and aflirms the
truth of the matter to which he deposes.
Anil the Code of Clvil Procedure of this State
contnins an express provision that In
swearlng o person who prefers not tobe
sworn upon tho Gospels, * he may or may
not hold up his hand, at his option."

The other ecloction caso, which aross in

Rockland coun'ty, 18'much more important.
The new ballnt act requires certificates of
the nominations made by regular Conven-
tions for county offices to be flled with tho
Counly Clork not less than twenty days be-
fore election. Owling to eyme misadventure,
the certillcate of the nominations made by
tho Prohibitionists of Rockland county was
not filed with the County Clerk at New City
in due time under the statute. Application
was tharefore mado to the Supreme Court
for rolief, and Judgo DYRMAN has granted
an order directing the County Clerk to re-
colve and filo the certiflcats nune pro fune.
or now for then, as the lawyers say; that is,
with the samo eflfoct as though It had actu-
ally been placed on flie more than twenty
days hefore eloction.
. This docision 1s bassd upon the doctrine
that the provisions of the bLallot act In
regpoct to the time when certificates shall
be filed are directory merely, and not man-
datory; so that the right to have a certifi-
cale placed on ille 1s not necassarlly lost by
faillng to get It into the hands of the proper
officer within tho time prescribed by the
statute. If tho fallure were due to the fault
or negligence of the Convention, the courts
would not Interfore to grant rellef; as
for example, if tho Convention were held so
lato as to render it Impossible to flle the
certificate in dus senson. But where the
mominations are regularly and seasonably
mnde, and some accident occura to prevent
the certificate from reaching the County
Clerk in time, it would be a harsh rule of
construction which punished the party con-
cerned by depriving its candidates of the
bonefit of the ofticial ballot, The delay was
leas than twenty-four hours in the Rock-
land county case. We are glad Judge DyYx-
MAN was able to hold that it was not fatal.

Mr. Erhardt a Witnesa Against Platt.

It is announced that the Hon. Jos B. Er-
BARDT will be one of the speakers at a
meeting to bo held at the Madison Square
Garden next Monday night lo favor of the
election of Mr. Taomas C. PLaTT's candl-
date for Governor,

Nobody knows better than Col. ERHARDT
what Mr. PLATT expects of Mr. FAsserT.
Mr. ERHARDT resigned his post as Collector
of this port becauso he had too high a splrit
and too much self-respect to obey Mr.
Prarr's commands and to continue inan
office of which the actual suthority waa in-
trusted to the hands of a private citizen.

“The recent polioy of the Tressury Depariment has
basn to control the details of the customs administras
tlon at the port of New York from Wasbing at the

baight of Bt. Elias is between 18,000 and
10,000 feat. The computation of the United
Btatos Coast Survey In 1874 gave a helght of
10,000 feet. In the absence of decisive fig-
uresns to the helght of Mexico's greatest
summit, Bt. Elina may still bs permitted,
probably with entire accuracy, to claim the
higheat alevation.

For the first time the north side of Bt.
Elias has been visited, and the mountain
haa now boen Inspected on all eldes, It
wns thonght that tho north might offer
better advantages for reaching the top
than the wost side and southeast angle,
where the previous attempts have been
made. This year's effort to scale the moun-
taln was rewarded better than the other at-
tampta, for RussELy succeeded In reachlog
a heilght of about 14,500 feet, surpass-
ing his record last year and also that of
TornaM In 1888, who endeavored to zig-
gag hia way up the west face, and
was compelled to turn bUack after as-
conding 11,450 foet, ToPRAM expressed the
opinion that the next expedition should
try to ascend from the north. Oneof the
ohlefa of the Yakatat natives had told him
that he had once, while hunting goats, gone
to the north alde of the peak and found that
tho northern face was much less steep
than the southern. Whether or not Mr.
Russerny found the conditiona for cllmbing
more favorable, it Is gratifying that he was
abla to do so much work on the hitherto un-
known slope. . It had been thought possible
that northeast of St. Elias there might: be
some unknown and overtopplng peak. All
thatregion has been epread before the gasze
of explorers this summer for the first time;
but though RussEnn saw many summits
rising to helghts from. 10,000 to 14,000 feet,
he saw none that could outrank St. Elias.

The region of the 8t. Ellas Alps, covered as
{t is with glaciers many hundreds of feet in
thickness, is still In the condition In wiiich
Switzerland i{s supposed to have been dur-
ing the last glacial epoch. Both RussELn
and TorHaM say that the Alaskan glaciers
are now retreating. Goologists .may there-
fore be able to observe whether the 'grsat
{ce streams which the explorers describe are
exorting such erosivq action as has been at-
tributed to their extinct Alpine predeces-
gnrs, No other acceasible region offers so
good an opportunity for the study of many
features of glacial sction on & large scale;
and this |ls why, as-Mr. RuaseLy sayw, the
region is full of intereat to sclentific men and
*the work undoubtedly will be continued.

In the Eighth Sénatorial District.

The Hon, LISPENARD STEWART {8 a candl-
date for clection again to the Benate from
the Eighth district. He bas the Republican
nomination. Against him Tammany Hall
is running MARTIN T. MoManmon, the County
Democracy W, T. JEnoxM=, and the Prohibi-
tionists JosePR A. BoGARDUSB.

Two yoars ago Mr. LisyEvanp Brswant
was elected to the Senate from this district
by aplurality of only 805,there belng then as
now two Democratic candidates in the fleld.
Mr. STEWART was recently asked for his
opinion on the desirablility of repealing the
outrageous press gag provision in the Elec-
trical Exeoutlon Iaw of 1888, He replied that
he bad never read the law and had nothing
to say.

It is true that the Hon. LISPENARD B-rm
ART was not a member of the Legislature
which passed the Electrical Execution law,
with ita odlous and unconstitutional pro-
visions devised by Commodore ELRRIDGE
T. Gerry for the ‘suppression of the froe-
domof the press, But Mr. STEwART has
been a Seanator during the past two years,
the period oovering the general discus-
slon of this measure, its experimental
application at Auburn and atBing Bing, and
the universal protest on the part of the
newspaper press. It Is an astonishing con-
fesalon on the part of Benator BTEWART
when he affirms that he has never even read
a measure concerning which there has been
more public discussion than about any other
law passed at Albany during the past ten
fruitful years.

Even in the busy days between now and
Nov. 3 the Hon. LISPENARD STEWART ought
to find time to peruse the Electrical Execn-
tion law of 1883, He is probably the only
member of the last Legislature now seeking
onother election who 18 not familiar with its
provisions, We advise him to read the law,
and then perhaps he may have something
to say on the subject.

In Brooklyn.

Tha grotesque canvass for the offics of
Mayor which Is being conducted In the clty
of Brooklyn by HENNY A, MEYER, the Repub-
lican nominee, has furnished & fair amount
of diversion to those who belleve that he
would be a proper successor of the able and

dictate of a private individual having no oMcial re-
sponaibility. The Collector Is practically deprived of
power and control while he (x lefs subject to all reapon-
sibllity. The offics is oo longer Independent. and I am,
Therefbre we have soparated,”

Mr. FassETT meekly accepted the office
which Mr. ERHARDT was too proud to hold.

The presence of Mr. EREARDT at a Repub-
lican meeting must remind every man with
& memory that runs back to last summer of
the control which the Administration por-
mits PLATT to exercise at the Custom House,
and which he I8 now snoking to extend over
the Government of the Btate. If Mr. Fas-
szrT should be elected Governor, his admin-
istration and policy would be diotatad by a
private individua! haviog no responsibility.
The power and the control would be In an-
other's hands.

But the poople will not have Mr. Prarr
for Governor.

Thoe Last 8t. Eliaa Expedition.

The Mount Bt. Ellas expedition, led by
Mr. J. C. BvaseLy, which has just returned
from Alaska, will add many interesting
facts to our knowledge of that reglon, for it
haa rovealed o new part of it. The explor-
ers did not succeed in reaching the summit
of the great mountain, This feat would
bave added brilllancy to thelr laurels,
but it was not a part of the work committed
to them. Their purpose was to study the
feology. topography, and glaclal phenom-
enn of the 8t. Ellns region,

We learn from the brief summary of their
work sent from BSeattle that they hae
restored to the snowy mountaln some
thousands of feet of stature of which it
was unjustly deprived by the Imperfoot
trigonometrical measurementa of last year,
Everybody was much surprised when the
explorers of 1890 returned with the infor-
mation that Mount Bt. Eliss, which was
supposed to overtop all other North Amer-
fean sumnmits, was only 16,428 feet high.
Bome timo elapsed befors tho computa-
tlons were subjected at Washington
to scrutiny  which proved that they
wgro erronecus, Mr, RussEnn in June
last weasured & three-mile base line
at loy Bay, about ten miles from the foot of
she mountain, and though his osloulstions
bave not yet been reduced, and he cannot
tharelove give the exact figurw, be says the

consplouous Democratic Mayors of the
fourth city of the Unlon. But it will be just
o8 well for Democrata to etudy the precise
object involved in the nomination of this
quaint and apparently unsophisticated can-
didate.

Mr. PraTT knows that Brooklyn Is & Dem-
ocratle town, a8 firm In (ts allegiance
to the cause of Domocracy as Now York {t-
self.

ago, the Democratlo candidate for Senator
was successful there by the slendor plural-
ity of 417; two years beforo tho Republican
candidate had a plurality of 000; the Repub-
lican nominee had Iu 1837 u plurality of 053,
while In 1885 the dlstrict was carried by the
Democracy by a plurality of 163. With the
rapld growth of population, the strength of
the political parties has kopt even pace, and
accordingly the Fourth Benatorial district
remains close, uncertain, and wavering, The
German-American voters of Willlamsburgh
make s numerous body, and upon thelr ao-
tion the political complexion of the Fourth
Benatorial district very largely depends.
